Board of Trade executive session 
held on Tuesday évening of this 
week several important matters 
were considered and action taken 
thereon, 

A delegation of members of 
Pincher Creek Board of Trade con- 
sisting of T. H. Scott, E. T. Duffield, 
M. Bailey, W. A. Fraser and R. W. 
Morgan were in attendance with the 
object of enlisting the co-operation 
of the Macleod Board in an effort 
to induce the highways commission 
to make a diversion of the Red Trail 
so that instead of crossing the 
Peigan Reserve it would go south to 
Ewelme and deviously to Pincher 
Creek. 

R. W. Morgan was spokesman for 
the Pincher delegation and proved 
himself a voluble exponent of his 
delegate’s views, presenting them 
pleasingly and at length. 

Dr. Fanset in reply objected to the 
entailed lengthening of a transcon- 
tinental trail by 15 miles, and as an 
alternative suggested that the Circle 
Trail be marked to include Waterton 
Lakes Park, which would place 
Pincher on the circle Trail. 

On the withdrawal of the Pincher 
delegation Dr. Fanset reported on 
the Boards of Trade colonization 
conference held at Lethbridge on 
Thursday of last week, and to which 
he and Mayor McDonald had been

Ottawa, Feb. 3.—At twenty min- 
utes after three this morning the 
house divided on another Conserva- 
tive motion for adjournment of the 
debate. It was defeated by one vote. 
Five members of the Progressive 
party voted with the Conservatives. 
Nineteen voted against. The stand- 
ing on the division was: For ad-

1, 
therefore, decide that I cannot con- 
firm the return and the application 
of the Lethbridge Northern Irriga- 
tion District is dismissed.” 
Owners Gain Respite 

The judgment goes on to say that 
his Honor regrets exceedingly to 
have to come to the decision arrived 
at, as it may interfere detrimentally 
with a project of vast importance to 
this province. “It will,” he says, 
doubtless interfere, at least tem- 
porarily, with the policy of those in 
authority in endeavoring to make 
the Lethbridge Northern Irrigation 
District (what it will no doubt be 
in the future) a happy and prosper- 
ous-community. The owners whose 
lands are included in the return gain 
only a respite, for this decision does 
not in any way lessen the amount of 
arrears against the lands. Time, 
however, may be an important asset 
to them. It will give them the op- 
portunity to meet either the arrears 
or effect some settlement. Any 
suggestion from me along these 
lines would not, of course, be ad- 
visable. I will not deal with the 
question of costs at present.” 

No Authority to Change Notice 

The only method by which the 
manager of the Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation District becomes the own- 
er of the lands, continues the judg- 
ment, is that provided for by the 
Irrigation District Act. This act can 
be carried cut without any change 
in the notice, and, therefore, the 
minister would have no authority to 
change or make new notices under 
the rights given him in section 176 
of the Irrigation Districts Act in 
order to carry out the provisions of 
another act (the Colonization Act), 
which in itself does not confer any 
such powers. This then seems to be 
the situation,” says the judgment,—

In 
the former it is said that, in default 
of payment of rates, the lands will} 
be offered for sale by public auction 
not later than the last day . of} 
December next. In the notices sent} 
out it was stated that such lands| 
will be transferred to the Leth- 
bridge Northern Colonization man-

IS THE STAGE DECLENING? 


Basil Dean, managing director of 
the famous Drury Lane Theatre, has 
returned to London from New York 
with the conviction that the English 
stage is declining and that all the 
worth-while plays are being. pro- 
duced in America, 

Canada, of course, is almost en- 


tirely dependent upon American 
stage-craft for its regular dramatic 
dict. But, despite Mr. Dean's pes- 


simistic view of the English stage, 
there are few Canadians who do not 
wish that modern American dram- 
tie tendencies were a little more 
closely allied to the traditions of the 
English theatre. 

The wave of false realism that is 
sweeping American dramatists at 
present may have a certain harsh 
allure for certain types of minds. It 
may even temporarily attract critics 
of the keenness of Mr. Dean. 

But just as cocktails, pleasant as 
they are upon oceasipn, can never 
constitute a satisfactory diet, so 
American dramatic realism, scintil- 
lating as it is, is not the stuff upon 
which to base a really great dra- 
matic literature or national theatre. 

The difference between traditional 
English plays and mogern American 
plays is that where the former cut 
a cross section of normal life, the 
latter cut a cross section of abnormal 
life. The English tendency is to 
study life as it is lived every day. 
The American tendency is to study 
life in its most unusual phases 

The American stage may fa 
and intrigue the imagination. It 
muy enrapture the wits. But the 
English stage has a tranquility, a 
restraint that feeds the emotions 
and purifies the mind,

HOUSING AND FEEDING BROOD 
SOWS FOR EARLY SPRING 
FARROWING 


The proper housing and feeding of 
brood sows in winter is essential 
for success with early spring far- 
rowing. Expensive accomodation is 
not necessary. Straw sheds or the 
ordinary hog cabins drawn together 
and covered with straw, such as are 
in use at the Indian Head Experi- 
mental Farm, are found very satis- 
factory. Keep the quarters clean 
dry, well bedded and free from un- 
necessary draughts. The shed or

cabins should be placed at one ead 
of the paddock to insure exereise, 
which is necessary during pteg- 
nancy. 

Good wholesome feeds are im- 
portant. Roots are good for brood 
sows, and should be fed when avail- 
able: Equal parts of barely and oat 
chop, together with tankage, makes 
a suitable ration for sows and shoeld 
be fed in sufficient quantities te 
keep them in thrifty condition. 

In districts where hairless pigs 
frequently occur, the use of potas- 
sium iodide is advisable. The potas- 
sium iodide solution may be fed by 
dissolving one ounce in two quarts 
of water, mixing a teaspoonful of 
the solution in the feed once per day 
per sow. This quantity should be 
sufficient for eight or ten sows. Feed 
every day until farrowing. 

Minerals are also essential, and 
should be accessible at all times. The 
following mixture will be . found 
beneficial: 100 pounds ground char- 
coal, 8 pounds salt, 10 pounds lime 
end 1 pound sulphur. 

As farrowing time approaches, the 
sows should be placed in the farrow- 
ing pen, which should be fitted up 
with a guard rail of two-inch piping 
or 2x4 scantling about eight inches 
from the floor and ten inches from 
the wall, to insure safety for the 
young pigs. A warm, dry pen, 
bedded with cut straw is necessary 
for the young pigs. 

Soon after farrowing, a warm 
drink with a handful of oat chop or 
shorts added should be given. Feed 
lightly for a day or two, and 
gradually increase the feed until the 
sow is getting all she will clean up. 
While nursing, they should be fed 
nourishing, milk producing foods.
